16th May, 1833.—Edmund Kean, the eminent English tra. 
ian, died this day, aged forty-six, at the little theatre at Richmond 
pulled down in 1885), was buried in Richmond Church. Kean 
was the son of a scene carpenter (whose brother, Moses Kean 
obtained some notoriety as a mimic and ventriloquist), and his 
mother was the daughter of the well-known George Saville Carey 
the dramatic writer and performer. He was born in Castie Street; 
Leicester Square. : 
15th May, 1880.—Twenty-three — were this day killed by 4
